SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: DECEMBER, 1962 


Rainfall: For the second successive month average rainfall in all districts was below normal. Only the East Coast, South 
and Flinders Island received in excess of 50 percent of normal while the Midlands, Plateau and King Island received only a 
30 percent of normal. The cumulative deficiency of November and December was causing concern in all districts. 
| 
The driest area was along the coastal fringe of the North-West where less than 30 percent of normal was received, Ulversti 
having less than 17 percent. Even the usually wet centres around Lake Margaret and the Great Lake were nearly 50 percent be 
normal. In the South-East falls were mainly between 50 percent and 70 percent of normal except along the Channel where sligt 
less than 50 percent was recorded. 


The most favoured parts were in the North-East where the State’s only above-average falls were recorded. These excesses 0 
normal ranged from a few percent in most places to a little over 50 percent in the St. Marys-Upper Scamander regions. 


Temperature: Positive departures of the mean maxima from normal were slightly in excess of 3° in the far North-West ¢ 
around Scottsdale, 2° to 3° in the Derwent, Central Plateau and Midlands, and less than 1° in the remainder of the Western and Sou 
Kastern regions. Negative departures from average were confined to the East Coast and to the Erriba-Low Head-Launceston trian 
but were generally less than 2°.

Crops and Pasture: The dry conditions which commenced in November and continued during December were having 

adverse effect in some agricultural areas, though generally, no serious setbacks were reported, 


Weather late in the month, especially in the North, was ideal for hay-making and there were only isolated instances of hay be 
spoilt by rain. Canning pea crops, however, were adversely affected and there was a possibility that the season would be short. Hi 
were in good condition and a good harvest was forecast. 


The latest apple crop forecast indicated a considerable reduction on the previous year’s record crop. Cold and dull peal 
during blossoming reduced setting in several orchards and in addition late winter rains had checked some trees with “‘wet feet.
